Tariff  Changes 

Changes  in  tariffs  of  the  countries  making  up  the  European  Common  Market 
(EEC) — ^West  Germany,  France,  Italy,  Netherlands,  Belgium,  and  Luxembourg — 
are  beginning  to  affect  world  trade  in  meats  and  other  animal  products. 

The  Customs  Union  is  lowering  its  rates  between  individual  countries.  At 
the  same  time  each  member  of  the  Common  Market  is  generally  adjusting  its 
tariffs  upward  for  non-members  of  the  customs  unit  in  order  to  arrive  at 
the  common  external  rates.    Tariff  adjustments  toward  the  duty-free  move- 
ment of  goods  between  EEC  countries  and  the  common  external  tariffs  for 
third  countries  are  scheduled  to  take  place  in  definite  stages  and  will 
be  completely  adjusted  about  1970  (see  table  l). 

Generally  the  proposed  common  external  duties  on  U.S.  meat  products  shipped 
to  the  6  countries  are  higher  than  the  rates  previously  in  effect.  Also, 
as  there  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  internal  tariffs  between  member  coun- 
tries, U.S.  exporters  are  finding  it  increasingly  difficult  to  maintain 
exports  to  the  EEC.    For  example,  in  1958  Germany  had  an  import  duty  of  5 
percent  ad  valorem  on  imports  of  frozen  pork  livers  from  all  countries. 
Beginning  January  1,  1959  West  Germany  reduced  this  rate  to  4.5  percent  for 
Common  Market  countries.    In  3  other  successive  stages  the  German  tariff  on 
imports  from  France  and  other  Common  Market  co\mtries  has  been  lowered  un- 
til now  it  is  3«5  ad  valorem. 

At  the  same  time  these  reductions  were  taking  place,  the  rate  on  German  im- 
ports from  the  United  States  and  other  non-EEC  countries  remained  at  5  per- 
cent until  January  1,  I962  when  it  was  increased  to  9.5  percent.    Other  EEC 


members  have  been  giving  similar  preference  to  members  of  the  Customs  Union. 
The  current  Benelux  duty  on  pork  livers  is  Q.k  percent  for  imports  from 
France  or  other  member  countries  and  lk,k  percent  for  the  United  States 
and  other  countries  outside  the  Common  Market.    The  proposed  Common  Ex- 
ternal Rate  (CXT)  for  pork  livers  for  the  Common  Market  is  20  percent. 


More  important  than  the  tariff  changes  in  regulating  trade  within  the  EEC 
and  trade  with  third  countries  are  the  provisions  of  the  Common  Agricultural 
Policies  for  pork  and  beef.    These  programs  will  provide  for  variable  import 
levies,  gate  prices  and  emergency  safeguards  to  meet  the  objectives  of  the 
Common  Market.    The  details  of  the  Common  Agricultural  Policy  for  pork  have 
been  published  in  FLM  3-62,  European  Common  Market  Proposals  for  Pork, 
March  I962,    These  regtilations  generally  will  become  effective  July  1,  1962. 
Market  regulations  for  beef  are  being  developed  and  are  expected  to  be  ef- 
fective about  December  1,  I962, 

Imports  of  pork  from  non-member  countries  will  be  controlled  by  import 
levies  based  on  these  elements:     (l)  A  fixed  levy  based  on  differences  in 
pork  prices  between  the  member  co\mtries;  (2)  a  variable  amount  determined 
by  the  differences  in  feed  costs  within  the  Common  Market  countries,  and 
world  prices  and  (3)  minimum  import  prices  or  gate  prices  deteimined  by  a 
comparison  of  feed  prices  in  the  Common  Market  and  the  world  price  and 
rates  of  feed  conversion  in  the  importing  and  exporting  countries. 

Trade  with  member  countries  will  also  be  affected  by  variable  import  fees 
and  minimum  import  or  gate  prices.    These  prices  are  determined  largely 
on  the  basis  of  differences  in  pork  prices  for  individual  countries  within 
the  EEC  and  feed  costs.    However,  they  will  also  consider  transportation 
costs,  internal  taxes  and  subsidies  or  refunds  made  on  exports. 


Common  Agricultural  Policy  for  Meats 


Growth  Through  Agricultural  Progress 
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BENELUX 


In  January  I962  the  Benelux  Customs  Union  (Belgium,  Luxembourg,  and  the 
Netherlands)  increased  its  tariffs  on  meats  and  meat  products  from  areas 
outside  the  Common  Market  and  lowered  duties  for  West  Germany,  Italy,  and 
France.    Thus  it  will  be  more  difficult  for  the  United  States  to  maintain 
exports  of  frozen  variety  meats,  lard  and  tallow  to  the  Netherlands, 
Belgivim,  and  Luxembourg  (see  table  2). 

U.S.  exports  of  all  livestock  and  meat  products  to  Benelux  in  I96I  totaled 
$39.6  million,  of  which  $3^*8  million  went  to  the  Netherlands.  E>:ports 
to  the  Netherlands  consisted  of  tallows  and  greases  ($l6.9  million), 
hides  and  skins  ($7.7  million),  meats  ($6. 9  million) ,  mohair  ($1.9  mil- 
lion), and  sausage  casings  ($1.2  million).    The  Netherlands  has  a  large 
transit  trade  and  many  of  these  products  are  reshipped  to  other  countries 
for  eventual  consumption, 

Benelux  has  imposed  ad  valorem  import "  duties  on  a  niHnber  of  animal  fats 
and  oils  imported  from  areas  outside  the  Common  Market.    Included  are 
Premier  jus  for  industrial  use  (0.6  percent),  lard  and  rendered  hog  grease 
for  human  consumption  and  reprocessing  for  food  (6  percent),  pork  fat  for 
other  industrial  use  (1.2  percent),  lard  stearin  and  oleo  stearin  for 
food  (2.4  percent),  and  tallow  stearin,  lard  oil,  oleic  oil  and,  tallow 
oil  (3.6  percent).    These  items  enter  the  Beneliix  Customs  Union  duty-free 
from  other  countries  in  the  Common  Market.    Formerly  lard  and  hog  greases 
entered  Benelux  from  all  countries  free  of  duties. 

The  Netherlands  imports  large  amounts  of  hog  grease  for  reprocessing  and 
reexport.  However,  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  new  higher  duties  collected 
on  hog  grease  imports  will  be  refunded  when  the  product  is  exported. 

Raw  hides  and  skins  enter  Benelux  countries  and  the  rest  of  the  Common 
Market  free  of  duties. 

Benelux  ad  valorem  tariffs  on  meats  and  variety  meats  have  been  reduced 
for  Common  Market  countries  and  increased  for  other  areas.    The  duty  for 
frozen  beef  tongues,  pork  kidneys,  and  pork  tongues  for  Common  Market 
countries  has  been  lowered  from  8  to  7  percent  but  the  rate  for  other 
countries  increased  from  10  to  13  percent.    The  tariff  on  other  beef  and 
pork  variety  meats  for  Common  Market  countries  declined  from  9.6  to  Q.k- 
percent  while  the  rate  for  third  coiintries  rose  from  12  to  1^+.^  percent. 
The  new  EEC  rate  for  fresh  or  frozen  beef,  pork,  lamb,  or  mutton  is  Q.h 
percent  compared  with  the  former  9.6  percent.    The  rate  for  these  items 
from  non-EEC  coxintries  increased  from  12  to  ik.h  percent. 

Fatback  (fresh,  frozen,  salted,  or  smoked)  imported  by  Benel\ix  co\intries 
is  dutiable  at  8.U  percent  if  entering  from  other  EEC  countries  and  at 
15.0  from  other  countries  including  the  United  States.    The  former  rates 
were  9.6  and  12.0  percent,  respectively. 
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NKTHEKLANDS 


The  Netherlands  economic  controls  over  Imports  of  livestock  and  meat  pro- 
ducts have  set  the  pattern  for  the  European  Common  Market.    The  Product 
Board  for  Livestock  and  Meat,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  formulates  and  administers  extensive  regulations  affecting 
domestic  production  and  trade.    These  programs  are  designed  to  encourage 
domestic  production,  stabilize  prices,  and  stimulate  exports.    They  in- 
clude iraport  levies,  "bonds,"  export  rebates,  export  subsidies,  and  ex- 
port duties. 

Much  of  the  money  required  for  the  Netherlands  program  is  derived  from 
equilization  taxes  on  imported  food  and  feed  grains.    The  taxes  prevent  grain 
inrports  from  depressing  domestic  grain  prices  and  provide  a  fund  for  price 
support  and  export  promotion.    An  Agricultural  Equilization  Fund  is  another 
source  of  revenue. 

Export  rebates  or  subsidies  are  paid  from  the  Imported  Grain  Fund  on  live 
hogs,  pork  and  pork  products,  live  sheep,  and  mutton.    At  present,  exports 
of  bacon  are  subsidized  more  than  the  other  items  and  in  I96O-61  the  Pro- 
duct Board  received  additional  funds  equivalent  to  $3.7  million  for  this 
activity  from  the  Agricultural  Equilization  Fund.    The  Product  Board  sets 
the  prices  for  which  slaughterers  will  buy  bacon  hogs  and  those  received 
for  bacon  for  export.    At  times  other  products,  notably  lard,  have  been 
exported  at  less  than  market  prices.    Other  products  have  been  exported, 
usually  to  non-traditional  markets  in  European  Soviet  satellites. 

Special  import  levies ~-in  addition  to  usual  import  duties  and  customs 
charges— are  assessed  on  hogs,  hog  carcasses,  and  pork  cuts.    The  current 
special  import  levy  on  pork  cuts  is  5  cents  per  pound.    Issuance  or  denial 
of  import  licenses  is  also  used  in  sane  instances  to  regulate  the  market. 

Slaughter  cattle,  fresh  beef,  mutton,  lamb,  and  pork  kidneys  may  be  im- 
ported free  of  duty  into  the  Netherlands  for  processing  sind  export.  How- 
ever, importers  under  this  arrangement  must  post  "bonds"  at  specific 
amo\ints  per  kilogram  for  different  types  to  guarantee  that  the  products  will 
actually  be  exported. 

Export  taxes  may  be  collected  when  prices  on  the  domestic  market  rise  too 
high.    The  Product  Board  resumed  a  $^.15  per  head  tax  on  hogs  shipped  to 
France  on  November  15,  1961.    Exports  were  prohibited  early  in  1961  to  pre- 
vent Netherlands  prices  from  rising. 

The  United  States  ships  substantial  amounts  of  tallow,  greases,  casings,  and 
variety  meats  to  the  Netherlands,  despite  the  controls,  but  exports  of 
most  other  meat  products  have  not  been  substantially  curtailed.

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FRANCE 


New  French  tariffs  on  livestock  and  meat  products  became  effective  January  1, 
1962  as  integration  of  the  Common  Market  progressed  (see  table  3). 

Of  particular  interest  to  U.S.  exporters  was  the  decrease  from  15  percent 
to  11.1  percent  ad  valorem  in  the  tariff  on  inedible  tallow  arriving  from 
the  United  States  and  other  countries  outside  the  Common  Market.  However, 
the  rate  for  imports  from  other  EEC  countries  decreased  from  12  percent  to 
10.5  percent.    The  contemplated  External  Common  Market  tariff  (CXT)  for 
this  item  is  2  percent  and  is  expected  to  be  reached  about  1970.    It  is 
expected  that  at  that  time  there  will  be  no  internal  duties  for  tallow  and 
most  other  products  moving  within  the  6-country  Common  Market. 

France's  new  general  duty  on  frozen  hog  and  beef  variety  meats  is  6  percent 
ad  valorem.    On  those  of  other  species,  except  equines,  the  duty  is  3*6 
percent.    There  is  no  tariff  on  any  of  these  types  of  variety  meats  im- 
ported from  Common  Market  co\intries.    The  old  general  duties  on  these  pro- 
ducts ranged  from  13.5  percent  to  20  percent  but  in  I96I  had  been  temporarily 
suspended.    The  eventual  CXT  rate  for  frozen  beef  and  pork  variety  meats 
will  be  20  percent  and  for  frozen  lamb  variety  meats  will  be  12  percent. 

Hides  and  skins  continue  to  enter  France  free  of  duty  from  all  areas.  The 
general  duty  on  bovine  and  equine  leather  is  9  or  10  percent  depending  on 
the  type.    The  comparable  tariffs  for  Common  Market  countries  range  from 
6.5  to  7»8  percent.    Apparently  these  rates  were  not  changed  on  January  1, 
1962. 

Both  unprocessed  mohair  and  animal  casings  enter  France  duty-free  from  all 
areas. 

U.S.  exports  of  livestock  and  meat  products  to  France  in  I961  amounted  to 
^k.k  million.    This  included  variety  meats,  $2,8  million;  hides  and  skins 
$0.7  million;  inedible  tallows  and  greases,  $0,6  million;  and  smaller 
amounts  of  mohair,  casings  and  other  products. 
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'//EST  GERMm 


West  Germany  increased  its  tariffs  on  meats  and  meat  products  from  areas 
outside  the  Common  Market  and  reduced  duties  for  Common  Market  countries 
January  1,  I962.    Thus  it  will  be  increasingly  difficult  to  maintain  U.S. 
ejqjorts  of  such  items  as  frozen  variety  meats  and  lard. 

The  West  German  tariff  on  fresh  or  frozen  livers  from  hogs  or  cattle  from 
co\intries  outside  the  EEC  rose  from  5  to  9*5  percent.    The  rate  for  fresh 
or  frozen  variety  meats  of  other  types  frcm  hogs  or  cattle  increased  from 
10  to  13  percent.    West  Germany's  duty  on  imports  of  hog  and  cattle  livers 
from  France  and  the  other  Common  Market  countries  remains  at  3.5  percent 
"but  the  rate  for  other  types  of  variety  meats  from  hogs  or  cattle  declined 
from  7»5  to  7»0  percent. 

During  I961  West  Germany  was  the  third  largest  export  market  in  value  for 
U.S.  variety  meats.    Exports  to  that  country  totaled  $6.5  million  of  a 
total  of  $16. U  million  to  the  6  Common  Market  countries  and  $27.2  million 
to  all  countries.    Most  of  the  exports  to  Germany  are  frozen  pork  and  beef 
livers  and  kidneys. 

The  new  general  rate  for  countries  outside  the  HSC  on  bulk  lard  for  re- 
melting  in  Germany  increased  from  10  to  13  percent.    Packaged  lard  rose 
from  18  to  20  percent ^  frozen  and  salted  fatback  from  10  to  13.6  percent, 
and  smoked  fatback  from  21  to  22  percent. 

New  internal  duties  for  imports  from  Common  I'^Iarket  countries  on  lard  and 
fatback  were  reduced  5  percent.    From  the  U.S.  viewpoint  the  most  import- 
ant are  the  5 -percent  reductions  from  the  old  rates  of  7*5  percent  on  lard, 
or  fresh,  frozen,  and  salted  fatback.    The  new  rate  will  now  be  7  percent. 

The  United  States  exported  $U.6  million  worth  of  lard  to  Germany  in  1959 
and  $2.0  million  worth  in  196O.    Shipments  in  1961  totaled  $2.5  million 
despite  the  2,5  percent  ad  valorem  duty  preference  West  Germany  allowed 
on  imports  from  France  and  other  EEC  countries. 

West  Germany  imported  3^*^  million  poxinds  of  fatback  in  1959  from  all  coun- 
tries and  26.6  million  pounds  in  I96O.    Imports  in  January -June  I961  were 
11.9  million  pomds,  slightly  more  than  a  year  earlier.    Imports  from  the 
United  States  dropped  from  5*^  million  pounds  in  1959  to  1.9  million  in 
i960.    However,  they  increased  from  1.1  million  pounds  in  the  first  half  of 
i960  to  2.1  million  in  the  first  half  of  I96I..  West  German  imports  frcm 
other  countries  in  the  first  half  of  I961  were:    Belgium,  5.2  million; 
Netherlands,  2.U  million;  and  France,  2,2  million, 

A  duty  of  0.6  percent  ad  valorem  has  been  imposed  by  West  Germany  on  in- 
edible tallow  from  countries  outside  the  EEC.    Heretofore  this  product 
from  all  countries  entered  duty-free.    The  proposed  common  external  tariff 
on  tallow  will  eventually  be  2  percent.    West  Germany  is  the  third  largest 
market  for  U.S.  tallow  in  Europe.    U.S.  exports  in  1961  were  valued  at 
$7.1  million,  ccrapared  with  $6.2  million  a  year  earlier.

Beginning  Jtily  1,  I962  the  West  German  system  of  quantitative  import  con- 
trols and  import  duties  on  lard  will  be  replaced  by  a  system  of  variable 
import  levies,  gate  prices  and  an  emergency  safeguard  clause,  under  the 
new  EEC  market  regulations  for  hogs,  pork,  and  pork  products.    Imports  from 
EEC  countries  will  be  favored  over  imports  from  the  United  States  and  other 
areas. 

On  Janmry  27,  I962  the  Federal  Republic  issued  lard  import  tenders  for 
the  United  States,  Canada,  Bulgaria,  Rumania,  Hungary,  Sweden,  Switzerland, 
EEC  countries,  Poland,  Denmark,  and  Portugal.    The  import  licenses  are 
valid  until  June  30,  I962. 

West  German  imports  of  lard  have  been  running  50  to  65  million  pounds  a 
year,  with  the  Netherlands,  United  States,  and  France  the  major  suppliers. 
U.S.  exports  to  West  Germany  in  I961  were  19.2  million  pounds  corapaxed  with 
15.8  million  a  year  earlier. 

The  new  system  of  gate  prices  and  variable  import  levies  will  have  more 
effect  than  the  new  higher  tariff  rates  which  became  effective  Jan;iary  1, 
1962.    The  Netherlands  and  France  are  expected  to  increase  exports  to 
Germany  largely  at  the  expense  of  the  United  States, 

Imports  of  most  items  imported  into  Germany  are  subject  to  Turnover  Equiliza 
tion  Taxes  equal  to  ^4-  percent  of  the  imported  value.    However,  lard  re- 
melted  in  Germany  and  inedible  tallows  are  not  subject  to  these  taxes. 


ITALY 

Italy  made  extensive  changes  in  its  import  duties  on  livestock  and  meat 
products  January  1,  I962  in  accord  with  its  obligation  to  the  European 
Common  Market  (EEC) , 

Most  important  to  U.S.  interests  was  the  increase  from  0  to  0.6  percent 
ad  valorem  in  the  duty  on  inedible  tallow  from  the  United  States  and  other 
countries  outside  the  Common  Market.    Importations  from  countries  within 
the  EEC  remain  duty-free.    The  duty  applicable  to  the  United  States,  and 
other  countries  outside  EEC,  on  rendered  tallow  for  food  rose  from  0  to 
3  percent  while  the  tariff  for  other  EEC  countries  continues  at  zero  (see 
table  5). 

Italy  reduced  its  tariffs  on  stearine,  both  for  industrial  uses  and  for 
food,  for  lard  oil  and  for  oleomargarine.    These  reductions  were  applicable 
to  both  EEC  and  other  countries,  but  the  EEC  Bloc  enjoys  considerable 
preference  over  other  countries.

Mohair  and  raw  hides  and  skins  continue  to  enter  Italy  from  all  areas  free 
of  duties.    On  January  1,  I962  tariffs  were  reduced  for  tanned  cattle  hides. 

Italy  closely  controls  imports  of  meats  and  meat  products  from  all  areas. 
Exports  of  livestock  and  meat  products  frcm  the  United  States  to  Italy 
in  1961  totaled  $17.6  million,  including  $1^.5  million  of  tallows  and 
greases,  $2.5  million  of  hides  and  skins,  and  $0.5  of  mohair.    There  were 
also  small  shipments  of  variety  and  carcass  meats  and  sausage  casings. 

After  June  30,  I962  Italy's  strict  import  licenses  on  live  hogs  and  hog 
products  will  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  new  Common  Market  policy. 
Imports  of  cattle  and  beef  will  be  subject  to  provisions  of  the  new  Common 
Market  Policy  beginning  December  1,  I962.
